Fondants are one of the casicst 
sweets to mnke,; nnd are very 
popular. You will need the white of 
one e#g, one dessertspoonful of 


-| water, a few drops of flavouring, and 


one pound of sifted Icing sugar, . The 


«white of the egg must be well beaten 


with the water, and then the flavour- 
ing is added—Iemon, orange, or 
coffee. ; 

Add the sifted ielng sugar and stir 
up, with a knife unt you have a 
fairly stiff! paste. Dust your hands 
(which must be very clean, of 
course) with sugar and mould the 
fondants into shapes, placing them 
on swaxed.paper, After shout twelve 
hours or so they will have become 
hard and ready for cating. 

‘Turkish delight is a+ universal 
favourite. ‘To make it, dissolve 1 Ib, 
lohf sugar in 4 pint of water, and 
then add an ounce of gelatine. dis~ 
solved in a cupful of water. s 

Boil the ingredients together for 
twenty minutes, then add a few 
drops of fiivcuring—lemon, vanilla, 
or peppermint. Pour into a tin 
rinsed out: with cold water and ale 
low to set. Then cut into squares, 
and roll cach in icing sugar. and 
cornflour mixed together. Use about 
n tablespoonful of each. 

A Russian Sweet 


Have you ever tasted . knlougas? 
They are delicious Russian . sweets. 
In Russia they are made from equal 
quantities of fresh cream and sugar, 
but you can use tinned cream or un- 
sweetencd condensed milk, and the 
Isalougas will taste almost as good. 

For one cupful of condensed milic 
or cream use one of granulated sugar. 
Put both Into a saucepan,, and stir 
gently over slow heat until the sugar 
has completely melted. Continue to 
cools... and ..stir.until the .. mixture. 
thickens and becomes pale coffee 
colour, Have ready a slightly but- 
tered or olled tin. Pour the mixture 
into this and, when partly cooled, 
cut It Into squares and leave to set. 
Kalougas should be rather soft. 

Coconut ice fs a popular sweet 
with the children, partly because it 
looks so appetisingly pink and white. 
You will need 3 Ibs. granulated 
sugar, % Ib. coconut, some colouring, 
lemon-juicc, and two teacupfuls of 
water, : 

Put the sugar and water In a pan 
and boil for exactly ten minutes. 
Remove from heat and add the coco- 
nut and the lemon. Sflr it up until 
it assumes the consistency of por- 
ridge. Pour half of the mixture Into 
a greased tin, then adda few drops 
of colouring and pour ‘coloured mix- 
ture on top, Mark before it has be- 
come quite firm into neat bars,

Two new harbour nes ure to be 
laid, and jn addition to giving 
specinl treatment to the bed of the 
harbour, the new pipes will be coated 
with a special concrete preparation to 
pravent corroding. 

The existing harbour pipe line will 
be torn up, and the pipes used for 
land purposes as It has not been 
found practicable to repair them for 
use across the harbour.

If the decision for War or 
Peace in Czecho-Slovakia were 
in the hands of the statesmen 
who are gtriving to avert a 
cataclysm in Europe, prospects 
for Peace: would be brighter to- 
day than at any time since the 
crisis arose. But new and more 
dangerous factors of incalcul- 
able and forbidding portent 
have developed, so much so that 
they, and not the dietators and 
statesmen, must now be con- 
sidered the most potent dangers 
to the peace of Europe. Millions 
of men have deen mobilised, 
camouflaged though the  pro- 
cess may be by calling it 
“manoeuvres,” and they will re- 
main under 


urms so long as 
there remains a single possibili- 
ty that their services will be 
required. One careless or 
irresponsible nct—the acciden- 
tal. discharge of a rifle, un- 
wilting trespass: across =a 
frontier, o covert “insult”; 
dozens of possibilities are

When she told her 
father of ber intention, however he 
flatly refused to consent. She wept 
day and night, and Anally her mother 
induced the stern parent to yield. 


Her first engagement was a small 
part jn the furce “Roger Brothers tn 
Harvard” at the Knickerbocker 
Theatre, New York. She had a long 
search for work before she got into 
the chorus of a musical comedy. 
Then, after some time In burlesque 
she secured an emotional part [na 
serious play. This stirred her ambi- 
thon to become no tragic actress. She 
worked hard at) her art, with the 
result that she was given more and 
more Important roles in’ trasedies, 
One of the most exacting of these 
was Potiphar's Wife in “Joseph and 
His Brethren”. 


This play was a landmark in her 
eanreer, for during its run she was 
offered and accepted a very dramatic 
part on the films. Golni to Holly- 
wood, she made her sereen debut 
in “fhe Eternal City", but the film 
that made her reputation was 
“Madame X", and after that. she 
starred in a number of pictures, in- 
cluding “Bella Donna", “Let No Man 

minder", "Zaza". “The Lure of 
"Smoulderin: Fires", “Devil's 
Istand" and “Josselvn’s Wile”. 


In the spring of 1927 Pauline Free 
derick, who had visited Australia {in 
1925, went to London to play the 
title-role in the staze version — of 
“Madame X" at the Lyceum, thus 
reausing: her nmbition to appear on 
the London stage. She was engaged 
to star In two British films, “Mumsie" 
and “Dawn", based on the life of 
Edith Cavell, but eventually her part 
in the latter was given’ ta Sybil 
Thorndike.

TALK TO ROTARY 


A tall on “Red Cross Work in 
China,” principally on .the work of 
the International Red Cross In Cen- 
tral China and the New Zealand unit, 
was given by Dr. R, B. Grey, reprer 
sentative of the Order of St, John 
and of the Red Cross Society of New 
Zenland, to members of the Hong- 
song Rotary Club at their weekly 
luncheon’ this afternoon. 

Dr. Grey snid that in answer to-o 
call for volunteers to accompany a 
New Zeakind Red Cross unit to 
China, he apptied and was accepted. 
After arriving in Hongkong, he pro- 
ceeded to Hankow and later ‘to 
Chengchow, where he experienced his 
first air raid, He next went to 
Loyang, where he remained for three 
months, and helped to look after the 
wounded soldiers. a 

The speaker returned to Cheng- 
chow in May and nfter the town. had 
been bombed, the hospital 
transferred outside the city. 
June 9, news was. recelved’ that 
the Japanese were preparing to 
enter the city, and the hospital 
moved back into the — town. 
Fortunately, the dykeb of ‘the 
Yellow River were cut, and the 
Japanese were prevented from enter 
ing the city, 

After the cutting ofthe dykes, 
continued Mr. Grey, the type of work 
the doctors had to do changed, and 
they commenced their work amongst 
the flood refugees. The work was 
most disheartening. Owing to the 
uveat numbers of refugees, the doc- 
tors could not do as much as they 
would have liked to. 

Dr. Grey also described the 
epidemic of cholera which broke out 
in the town, and said that-as many 
as 300 cases curred daily, When 
the floods went down, the refugees 
decreased, as also did the, cholera 
epidemic. 

Witliout the help of the Inter- 
national Red Cross, concluded Dr. 
Grey, the mission hospitals in the 
tow’ ould not have carried on, as 
the International Red Cross under- 
took the supplies of drugs und equip- 
ment wherever possible. 

In thanking the speaker, Rotarian 
Professor W. I, Gerrard recommend= 
ed the Hongkong Retary Club to 
$ the Red Cross movement in 
China. Hongkong should also en- 
deavour to recruit: medical officers, 
especially surgeons, which Chinn 
particularly needed. It would be no 
discredit to Hongkong ‘if these  re- 
crults were not forthcoming, he sald.

GENEVA, Sept. 19. 


T IS UNDERSTOOD that the League Council 
-has decided to comply. with China’s request - 


‘for the application of Article 17 of the League 
‘Covenant and will now approach Japan under the 
article’s provisions and suggest mediation in the 


dispute in China. 


Japanese observers here expect that Japan will 
reply but will rofuse the invitation, 

If thereafter the League fails, as is expected, to 
effect automatic sanctions against Japan under Article 
16 of the Covenant this will be the first official repudiation 


of that article. 
Some Chinese circles in 


Geneva believe that one of 


the effects of the Council’s decision will be to induce the 
United States to apply the Neutrality Act against Japan. 


Dr. Wellington Koo, the 
Chinese delegate, presented 
China’s appeal to-day in the 
clearest terms. 5 

He recalled that during the 
past 14 months China had 
appealed to the League to take 
action no less than four times. 
Now the situation’ was far more 
Dggravated by Japancse ogeression, 
which was preatly extended com- 
pared to what {t was the previous 
appeals were made, . 

“More ruthless nnd more atrocious 
amethods, such as poison yas, are 
being used to slaughter the Chinese 


troops in an ever-Incrensing scale,” | 


Dr, Koo alleged, 

“China has every renson to expect 
that the member States will keep 
faith with her, as she kept faith with 
them," declared Dr, Koo, 

He urged the application of Article 
17 and thot full effect be given im- 
mediately fo the previous resolutions, 
particularly, that there should be an 
embargo .on essentials, and that 
measures should be taken to prevent 
the use of pojson gos and indis- 
criminate bombing.—Reuter,

The Nanchang-Kiukiang — front 
headquarters {ssued oo statement 
yesterday indicating ‘that the Chinese 
positions are being firmly held three 
miles, north of Tehan and at Yilkow, 
midway between Teltan. and Hsing- 
tze, but that a serious Japanese threat 
has developed with the movement of 
a strong column of, Japanese troops 
{south from Juichang to cut the 
Nanchang-Wuchang highway at Paj- 


cha, about 15 miles southwest of 
Tehan,. 


This operation, sald a spokesman, 
is important since, if it is successful, 
Tehnn will be outfanked and Nan- 
chang directly threatened. The 
Jupanese wlll ulso be able ‘to move 
northwest from  Paicha _ toward 
Wuching and olso west to Hsienning 
to cut the Canton-Hankow Railway. 

Chinese troops ure being rushed to 
Patcha to halt the Japanese advance.

Construction of supply mains, 
pumping stations, and the Peak Road 
tank, which will enable Shing Mun 
water to be distributed to higher 
levels on the Island. 

Tho tender of a. firm in England 
for the supply and laylng of new 
harbour .pipe Ilnes has been 
accepted. This work will ytart on 

November 1 and should com- 
pleted fn six months. 

Two new harbour lines are to be 
Jald, and in’ addition to giving 
speclal treatment to the bed of the 
harbour, the new pipes will be coated 
with a special concrete preparation to 
prevent corroding. 

The existing harbour pipe Hne will 
be torn: up, and the pipes used for 
land purposes as it has not been 
found practicable to repalr them for 
use across the harbour, 

The new pipes will be 21 Inches 
diameter instead of the existing 18 
Inch pipes, 


NEW CATCHMENT _ 


Qn the mainland several new 
important works are either in the 
course of being effected or are now 
completed. The. first section of the 
noteworthy Taimoshan_ catchwater 
scheme has just deen finished, and

In the meantime the New York 
jAthIctic Commission is holding a 
series of eliminated bouts in New 
York to determine the new cham- 
pion. In this tournament Montana 
recently defeated Katsumi Morioka, 
claimant of the Canadian title. The 
victory has #iven Montana the right 
to battle Little Dado for recogni- 
tion here as successor to the throne 
vacated by Benny Lynch. 


LIGHTEST CLASS 


The Flyweight class, lightest In 
professional pugilism, has been in 
existence since 1910 when Young 
Zulu Kid, a 110-pound boxer from 
Brooklyn, claimed the flyweight 
title.
